By terms of a fuzzy 1920 law, all trade from and to 
Alaska must go in U.S. bottoms and U.S. rails, The 
results of this outrageous protectionism are unmerci- 
fully high monopoly shipping rates and what Alaskans 
call the FCL—fearful cost of living.” 

‘There is no monopoly in the Alaska trade. Any U.S. 
operator who desires may enter the trade providing 
has the fortitude and finances. Certificates of public 
convenience and necessity are not necessary. If Lire 
refers to the exclusion of foreign vessels from the 
U,S.-Alaska domestic service as a monopoly for U.S. 
carriers, such a situation does exist, as it does in all 
48 states. 

An exception to this principle is allowed. Canadian 
rail lines in transporting cargo between U.S. points 
may use foreign craft for a portion of such movement, 
but this exception does not apply to points in Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico or Alaska. 

Another fact of life to which Lire is obviously ob- 
livious: Alaska’s foreign trade is wide open to anyone 
and foreign ships frequently call there for cargoes of 
pulp, lumber and scrap metal.

‘The captions for two photos showing the speech re- 
ation of patients who had undergone surgery for 
cancer of the larynx state that the new voice is pro 
duced by “burps.” This is not true; a “burp” is the 
sound made by gas escaping from the stomach, while in 
esophageal speech the sound is produced by air which 
is taken in through the mouth and stored in the upper 
part of the esophagus. 

This is an important difference, because “burping” 
is considered unpleasant and objectionable by many 
people, The sound produced by this new method of 
speech resembles the sound of a “burp.” This is partic- 
ularly true in the early stages of therapy. When the 
difference is explained, however, the new voice is much 
more acceptable to both speaker and listener.

President Eisenhower's prompt dispatch of airborne 
troops to U.S. bases nearer Venezuela raised old cries in Latin 
America about Yanqui imperialism and these were echoed in 
the U.S. press. But had Nixon been killed (he almost was) by 
an uncontrolled mob, an absence of U.S. troops would have 
aroused much louder cries of a different sort. 

The New York “Times” urged us to be philosophical as 
well as indignant, also “positive, helpful and constructive.” 

The N.Y. “Daily News’? was “bored beyond words” 
all the other-cheek prattle and wished the troops had gor 
the way to Caracas, It hoped the insult to Nixon wo

“steam up a fierce wave of isolationism in this country.” 

Vice President Nixon, far from abetting any such ” 
wave,” began at once to plead for more U.S. concern for Latin 
America’s problems. 

Besides his courage Nixon’s coolness has been remark- 
able. The day after the curtain-raiser in Lima, correspond- 
ents followed him into a barbershop in Quito and asked him 
if he had been angry at the Communist stones and spit. “TL

said he. “I tend to become analytical and cold in a tough 
situation. 
Americans at large, hit only vicariously by the stones and 


spit, will do well to try to emulate this coolness. 


LATIN AMERICA: THE U.S. ‘REAPPRAISAL’ 


When Vice President Nixon called for a “reappraisal of our 
policies” in Latin America, the State Department had already 
launched one, and so now has a Senate committee. Let us 
hope these reviews get at the real roots of the problem, and 
avoid such partisan bypaths as whether the whole Nixon trip 
was a diplomatic mistake. It is never a mistake for a nation 
to learn unpleasant facts about itself. 

The real roots of our problem lie deep. They run back to 
the profound difference between the Spanish and the Anglo- 
Saxon heritage; to the many brave attempts (be i 
the Monroe Doctrine) to bridge that difference in the name 
of hemisphere freedom; to North America’s long political and 
economic lead. Latin America has been a backward area by 
our standards. It is still working to master the art of sell- 
government and the secret of wealth. 

Its people have usually given outsiders the least trouble 
when under discipline by their own revolving Strong Men. 
When a Strong Man departs with his loot, an attempt is made 
at free government, which the Communists exploit until the 
next Strong Man drives them to Mexic ad. 
Meanwhile the wreaths pile up on Bolivar's many monu- 
ments, currencies fall, the Communists gain, and the near- 
unanimity of our votes in the U.N. makes Pan America look 
healthier than it is. Such at least has been the tedious pat- 
tern. But it is not the trend. 

The trend is hopeful—and our problem in Latin America 

is to help the trend break through the pattern. 
» Economically, Latin America is in the van of the “revo- 
lution of rising expectations” which has swept all backward 
nations. But the U.S. recession has given these expectations 
a sharp check. Latin America is still a group of one-crop coun- 
tries (coffee, oil, copper, le . tin). The 
make them too dependent on too volatile world markets, 
whose prices are now all down. 

The Latin American¥-want the U.S. to help them stabi- 
lize these markets by long-term agreements. On sound free- 
market principles we have refused. However, our own big 
export crops—wheat and cotton—enjoy as much “stability 
as the U.S. Treasury cam buy; and minerals are protected 
against Latin American competition. This hypocritical policy. 
made worse by tactless timing of our protectionist measure: 
has smoothed the way for Soviet trade missions, now doin 
a brisk South American business. 

Take Venezuelan oil, on which U.S. consumers increasing- 
ly depend. When oil sales fell off last summer, the President, 
under Texas pressure, imposed a “voluntary” cut on U.S. oil 
imports from Venezuela (also from Canada). Our excuse 
“national security,” but the effect is to export our rec

Why should not U.S. oil policy 
be hemispherewide? “From a continental point of view,” 
said he, “oil found in the [Americas] is dom oil.”

The moral 
applies to other vital raw materials as well 

U.S. capital, both public and private, has been amply avail- 
able to Latin America. Our loans and investments total more 
than $10 billion, We are officially committed to better bal- 
anced and more industrialized Latin economies. Our capital 
Jem is chiefly to sustain and deepen this commitment, In 
», we could well give a friendlier hearing than hitherto 
to certain Latin proposals for formalizing the commitment— 
such as an Inter-American development fund or bank. 
> Politically, the root of our problem is to be as democratic 
in Latin America as we are at home. This is not as simple 
as it sounds. In de! to old Latin fears of U.S, “inter- 
n” written into Pan American agreements, we tolerate 
petty tyrants whom neither we nor their subjects like. This 
dilemma is an old one. Dictators able to boast of U.S. official 
favor have stunk up the political climate of the Americas for 
many years. By 19 
dictators left in the hemisphere and two of the worst have 
since been overthrown: Colombia’s Rojas Pinilla and Vene- 
Pérez Jiménez. Great was their fall. And great is the 
trend toward democracy and freedom which must sooner or 
er doom their three lone survivors: Stroessner in Para- 
Batista in Cuba and the incredible Trujillo of the 
Dominican Republic. 

Pérez Jiménez left a legacy of hate in Venezuela which 
Americans grossly underestimated during his 10 years of cor- 
rupt and murderous rule. A U.S. ambassador even pinned a 
medal on him: the fact that P.J. and his policeman, Estrada, 
got an easy visa and now live comfortably in Miami is addi- 
tionally offensive to free Venezuelans and was part of the 
reason for the outrage against Nixon last week. Although the 
U.S. must remain formally impartial to all American govern- 
ments, even Trujillo's, it is now time for a marked shift of 
emphasis in our policy toward dictators. It is time for us to 
show more clearly “whom we are neutral against. 

The Latin Americans can be trusted to clean their own 
political house eventually; education, the press, recently the 
Catholic Church are all helping to force the democratic trend. 
The U.S. government is considered, somewhat unfairly but 
unquestionably, to have blocked this trend, to have been 
indifferent to the great Latin effort toward political maturity. 
Latin Americans hate dictators and want freedom as much as 
we do. Let us rejoice at that, and find more ways to support 
in their continent the feelings and hopes we really share.

T 3:06 p.m. on Tuesday, May 13 at Chicago's Wrigley Field, Stan 

Musial, 37-year-old first baseman of the St. Louis Cardinals, joined 
a select company of baseball players (above) who had made 3,000 hits 
in the major leagues. This is the story of Musial’s 3,000th hit. 


It was 11:30 a.m. when Stan Musial came out of his corner suite 
on the Ith floor of Chicago's Knickerbocker Hotel to leave for Wrigley 
Field. He was wearing a black imported silk suit, and with him was 
his wife, Lil, in a gray suit, carrying a mink stole. 

“How did you sleep?” I said to him. 

“Fine,” he said as we walked down the corridor. “You?” 

This is the man who finished 1957 with a batting average of .351 and a 
lifetime total of 2,957 major league hits. This year he had hit safely in 20 
of the first 22 games, getting 42 hits. Now he needed only one more. 


“He says he slept fine.” his wife said, smiling and shaking her head, 
“but he didn’t get to bed until quarter to 3. We have these friends, 
Molly and Frank Pizzica, with us from Pennsylvania. Before we went 
out to dinner Molly went back to her room to take a nap.’ 

“That's what Molly thought,” Musial said. 

“Nobody could find her. Stan and the others went into three movie 
theaters, walking up and down the aisles. They had the police looking 
for her and they checked all the hospitals. We were frightened, and it 
wasn’t until 9 o'clock this morning that she called.” 

“Where was she?” I asked. 

“Right in this hotel,” Musial said. 

“She was in the wrong room,” his wife said. “She had the right 
key, but she went to the wrong room. When she couldn't open the door 
the elevator man opened it for her with his key. It’s funny now.”

“But we were really worried,” Musial said. 

It was a clear, sunlit, soft spring day. The doorman called a cab 
and Musial tipped him and got in, ‘*The old apple orchard,” he said 
to the driver, and then he settled back in the seat, ‘*The old ball yard. 

““Where?” the driver asked. 

“Wrigley Field,"” Musial said, 

On the previous day, Monday, Musial had got his 2,999th hit, 
Fred Hutchinson, the manager of the Cardinals, had announced that 
he would let Musial sit out today’s game so that he could try for his 
3,000th hit before his home fans in St. Louis the next day. 

“That incident about Molly,” I said in the cab, ‘‘proves that there 
are personal things that can affect a man’s job and distract him.” 

“That's right,” Musial said, “‘but when I'm up there to hit I don’t 
have other things on my mind. Concentration is the big thing. Re- 
member that low ball I swung at yesterday? I wasn’t concentrating. 
A fella can do that about 30 times a year, if he’s not careful, and it 
can cost him that many hits. I relaxed instead of concentrating.” 

“Where is the ball when you recognize what kind of pitch it is? 

“In the area of home plate.” 

“That doesn’t give you much time to make up your mind.” 

“Actually,” Musial said, “you couldn't put it into time. They 
say a pitcher throws the ball between 85 and 90 miles an hour. There's 
almost no time.” 

When he got out of the cab, Musial walked quickly across the 
sidewalk to the nearest gate. At the turnstile two uniformed attend- 
ants were talking. “You can't go through here,” one said, 

“He's a ballplayer,” the other said. 

“Then he should go through the players’ entrance.” 

“Here we go,” Musial said, ignoring them, He vaulted the waist- 
high railing and walked to the clubhouse. There were a couple of 
other ballplayers in the room. Musial started to undress. 

“But how can you identify the pitch coming in,” I said to him, 
“when it's almost on top of home plate?” 

““By its speed.” Musial said. “I've got to learn to recognize every 
pitcher's fast ball. If I don’t see that coming, I know I’m getting the 
curve or the change.” 

~ In the trainer's room he lay down on the table and Bob Bauman, 
the trainer, massaged Musial’s legs with oil of wintérgreen. 

“How long have you been taking these rubs?” I asked. 

“The last few years,” Musial said. “‘When you start to get older 
you look for ways to save yourself. I can get loosened up here, and 
it’saves me a lot of running out there before the game.” 

“‘What other adjustments do you have to make as you get older?” 

“Well,” he said, thinking, ‘‘early in my career I was hitting, but I 
didn’t know what I was doing. Then for two years I had a good aver- 
age and it came to me: ‘Gee, I've got to keep doing these things now.’ 
Once I had set a standard, I had to try to keep it.” 

“Is Musial here?” The first of the photographers came into the 
room. They had taken dozens of pictures of him in St. Louis on Sun- 
day and dozens more in Chicago on Monday. Radio men had taped 
interviews with him and TV men had taped him and filmed him. 

“Yes,” Musial said. ‘I'll be out in 10 minutes.”

When he finished getting into his uniform, the photographers did 
it all over again—the pictures of Musial selecting a bat from the rack, 
of Musial pointing to the place on the bat where, he hoped, he would 
connect with the ball, of Musial sitting with Hutchinson. 

“Anybody got a new idea?” one of the photographers said. 

“I’m for letting up on the guy,” another said. ‘‘Thanks a lot, Stan.” 

“That's okay,” Musial said. 

It did not happen until the sixth inning. The Cardinals were be- 
hind, 3 to 1. Gene Green was on second base with one out. Musial 
was sitting on the bullpen pitchers’ bench when Manager Hutchin- 
son signaled. 

“Hey, Stan,” Boots Hollingsworth said. ‘*Hutch wants you.” 

‘As Musial walked toward the dugout to get a bat, the sound began 
to rise in the stands. There were only 5,692 people in the park because 
the fans had been warned that Musial would probably not play, but 
all of them now seemed to be shouting and applauding. 

“*Batting for Jones,” the announcer said, ‘Number Six, Stan Mu- 
sial.”” Now it became a roar and Musial came out of the dugout and 
walked to the plate. The stands quieted as he went into his unique 
crouch, knees bent and close together, body turned back to the left, 
the bat back and steady. Musial watched Moe Drabowsky, the Cubs’ 
pitcher, over his right shoulder. 

The count was two and two when he hit it. When the ball took off, 
the people in the stands rose as one, roaring. As Musial neared first 
base, the ball came down where he had wanted to place it, well inside 
the left field foul line and rolling deep. 

With Musial standing and grinning on second base, the umpires 
called time. Frank Dascoli, the third base umpire, hurried over and 
gave him the ball and Hutchinson came out of the dugout and then 
there were cight photographers on the field taking pictures of Hutch- 
inson shaking Musial’s hand. Then Musial came off the field to let a 
pinch runner take over, the fans still standing and still applauding. 
He saw his wife in a front box near the Cardinals’ dugout, and he went 
over and kissed her and then he went into the dugout. 

Now Musial was hurrying, the bat in his left hand, up the wooden 
stairs beneath the stands that lead to the visitors’ clubhouse. The 
photographers and some of the baseball writers followed him in. 

“Stan,” one of the photographers said, “do you know that blonde 
who kissed you out there?” 

“I'd better,” Musial laughing. “That's my wi 

A television announcer took him over near one of the windows and 
sat him down, ‘*You wouldn’t think,” Musial said, grinning, “that a

The rest of the ballplayers were either in the diner or sprawled out 
in the parlor car behind, but in that little group in Hutchinson's car it 
was the way it is on a train bringing a team home from a winning 
World Series. They were kidding Musial and Hutchinson and remem- 
bering old baseball stories. 

“So when Hutch came out to second base today.” Musial was say- 
ing, “he apologized.” Hutchinson, a somber man, nodded his head. 
“He said, ‘Congratulations,’ ” Musial said laughing, “‘and then he 
said, ‘I'm sorry. I know you wanted to do it in St. Louis, but I needed 
you today.” ” 

“You won't believe this,” said Terry Moore, who was a great 
Cardinal outfielder and is now a coach, “but once they walked me to 
get to this guy.” He pointed to Musial.

A FAR-ROVING RUSSIAN SATELLITE 


Sputnik III is 11 feet 8" inches long and 5 feet 8 inches across its base. 
Like Sputnik IT and the two U.S. Army Explorers, it Jin shape. 
Since it was fired at a much higher angle from the plane of the equator 
(65°) than any of the American satellites, it is visible from a much larger 
portion of the earth. All of Europe and the U.S. can see Sputnik IIT. 
But a European scientist wishing to observe Vanguard or the Explorers 
has to cross the Mediterranean to do so, and a U.S. scientist must travel 
down near the Mexican border or into the Deep South. Because it gc 
over the polar regions, Sputnik III will gather valuable cosmic-ray data 
in the atmosphere there. This should help explain the nature of auroras 
and the shape of the earth’s magnetic field. 

It takes Sputnik III an hour and 46 minutes to make a complete orbit. 
American scientists estimate that it will stay up for six months before it 
sinks and, like its Sputnik predecessors, burns up in the denser atmos- 
phere. Unlike Sputnik II, which carried a dog as its passenger, Sputnik 
I1l—roomy enough to carry a man creature on board,

MOST TALKED ABOUT WRITERS OF 


LONDON theater recently saw the start of a remarkably unseemly, 
ish brawl. While the play was in progress a man in the au- 
ddenly jumped up and shouted, “Oh, rubbish!” Others shouted 
hut up!” The man did shut up, but after the performance there 
was a scuflle in the lobby. Most of the audience thereupon filed into a 
nearby pub where emotions waxed still hotter. A good deal of shouting 
and waving of arms occurred, blows were traded, hair was pulled and one 
man—the perpetrator of the outery in the theater—was knocked down. 

The cause of the commotion was a new play by a member of a large- 
ly misinterpreted but widely discussed group: known as Britain's Anj 
Young Men. Although their group title is something of a misnome 
they are not angry in the strict sense of the word, they are not all 
young and not all men—the members share a strong, fresh viewpoint 
which has made them unquestionably the most important literary phe- 
nomenon of the postwar years, The four best known—Novelists Kingsley

Look Back in Anger's leading character, Jimmy Porter, is probably the 
best-known manifestation of young Britain’s angry spirit. He is also 
without doubt the most disagreeable hero in modern literature. A bully, 
a self-centered sadist filled with self-pity but pitiless with others, he is, 


in a word, a cur. 

But Jimmy is more than merely hateful. He signifies something big- 
ger than spite, something that makes him live on naggingly in the mem- 
ory. To be angry with him is an unsatisfactory reaction, for he himsel 
is filled with a general and consuming anger. 

He is angry at his wife: “... this monument to non-attachment. . . 
If only something—something would happen to you, and wake you out 
of your beauty sleep!” 

He is angry at his mother-in-law: "I said she’s an old bitch and should 
be dead. . . . I say she ought to be dead. My God, those worms will need 
a good dose of salts the day they get through with her! 

But he is also angry at, or at the very least scornful of, education, 
religion, love, the government and almost anything and everything else 
that happens to come into his line of sight: “I suppose people of our 
generation aren't able to die for good causes any longer. ... There 
aren't any good, brave causes left. If the big bang does come, and we

Patriot- 
ism and a feeling for the common good can still be found in plenty, of 
But almost certainly there has been a decline in both of th 
qualities, and obversely a rise in class and individual irresponsibility, an 
attitude of “I'll get mine” (or “I'll keep mine”) that exists as much 
au the coal miners as in the musty of the private clubs. 
And the main cause for this increase in selfishness is not to be found 
class antagonisms or economic dogmas but in an immense, fateful fact 
of history: the decline and fall of the British Empire.

The Laborites instituted a tax 
structure arranged to destroy hereditary wealth, an educational 

to make the best education available to bright boys 
regardless of income, and a great social welfare apparatus 
which the no less than the Laborites are now pledged 
to support. Indeed the economic and social changes that occurred 
form almost a catalogue of what the reformers had been talking 
about for several generations past—reforms which, it was implicitly 
assumed, would open the gates for the lower classes to all the ad- 
vantages they had been denied. 

But something slipped. For all its humane blessings, the welfare 
state also managed to remove most of the challenges and hence 
much of the excitement from life. Income taxes in England today 
are so high that a young man finds most of what he gains in salary 
being taken away from him. He will never starve, never get rich, 
never get much beyond the minimal pleasures of a small, second- 
hand car and a television set bought on the instalment plan. I 
faces an endless vista of mediocrity. As George Scott, a young e¢ 
tor who has risen by the usual AYM route—modest family begin- 

ings, Oxford on a government scholarship—has written: 

. Here we are with our degrees and our posh education, our 
prideful positions in the public service, our ambitious names in 
print, trying to get on with the work brought home in the bulging 
briefease, while the baby cries in the next room or even in t 
same room, or while the mortgage slowly and respectably strangles 
the life, the love, the adventure and the talent out of us. 

The intangible rewards that could substitute for money have not 
developed, either. The “revolution” did not by any means destroy 
the old social relationships that divided Britain into an elaborate 
class structure, The right school, the right club, the right cut of 
clothing, and above all the right family connections are almost as 
crucial as ever to the young man looking for a good job or hopeful 
of being accepted by people of vintage respectability. 

For the most intelligent, ambitious and expectant members of 
the population it was supposed to benefit, therefore, the “revolu- 


tion” has turned out to be oddly flat. And it is this that lies at the 
basis of the disgruntlement of the AYM. It has made them rather 
cynical about the Welfare State, that brave yet cozy new world 


their parents promised them. And it has singled out an official 
AYM villai he Establishmen: 

No one has been able to define The Establishment to everyone’s 
satisfaction. But for those who believe in it, it consists roughly of 
all the people and institutions that keep the newcomer from getting 
the power and admiration he had been led to expect. It would in- 
clude the peerage, the London Times, old county families, the 
Bank of England, the famous schools such as Eton and Harrow, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, most literary critics, the classical 
dons at Oxford and Cambridge, the good clubs, Savile Row tailors, 
and the half-dozen or so most famous regiments. It would also, by 
necessary extension, include the institution of royalty and the 
present members of the royal family, whom Osborne, for instance, 
has characterized as “the gold filling in a mouthful of decay,” while 
he calls reverence for royalty “the national swill.” 

But The Establishment is not just these conspicuous symbols. It 
is in effect the whole genteel tradition in Britain that has supplied

What 
then? Oscillating between apathy and apoplexy, bored and resentful, 
the new generation may seem to be a strange mutation that will grow 
into something not very pleasant. Yet one need remember only a short 
time back to keep from making any sweeping predictions of the future 
on the basis of this generation's present behavior, The intellectual 
pacifism of the 1930s found the Oxford Union in 1933 voting over- 
whelmingly against defending “King and Country,” and in 1936 re- 
solving that “this house recognizes no flag but the Red Flag.” But this 
kind of talk was followed in a few years by the bravest battles any 
generation of young Englishmen ever fought. The grousing and bitter 
farce-making of the AYM may well portend a shift to the left in Brit- 
ish politics. Beyond that it would not be safe to guess, 
As for English literature, the AYM have so far contributed little in 
the way of major writing. But what they have contributed so far is a 
ential to all great writing: the capacity to feel deep- 
ething, about anything.
